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THE FUTURE OF SPAIN. 


\. The approaching marriage of ths King of 


Spain has thrown an onusval degree of interest 
on the young ruler of that ancient kingdom 
Those who would forecast the fature and 
predict the fate of Kinz Alfonso have ;ip. 
galarly little miterial to work apon. “Boorbon 
child of a Hapsborg mother,” he is the repra. 
sentative of the two great lines whch, have 
raled Spain throogh sach extraordinary vicjasi. 
tades of fortnne for nearly four centaries 
Char'es the Fifth” was King of Aragon and - 
Cas: ille bsfore the conquest of Mexico or Perp- 
the minority of Alfonso the Thirteenth es 
the last shred ot its American Empire torn 
from the grasp of Spain. Bat of his personal 
characteristics and his mantal and physical 
endowments, the world knows little. Born in 
the purple, he has been denied that training 
which falls to the lot of the Heira apparent of 
the Royal Houses of Eorope. Foreign travel 
has been impossib'e for bim, eqaal'y so has 
been that free association with his fature 
subjects. of eqaal age and congenial tastes 
which is the lot of a Princa of Wales, a Prines 
of Naples, ora Crown Prince of Germany. And 
ia his case the affectionate care of his mother, 
placed herself in a position of cruel responsi- 
bility, has been pushed to extremes. We do 
not know if the Spanish langoage has any 
eqaivalent for oar word “coddled,” and wa 
would not use it for worlds if it. is in Ay 
dagree disrespectfal. Let us ra-her describs his 
education as akin to “that fagitive and 
cloistered virtue” of which Milton wrote, and 
let us hope that the young King may find 
advisers round the Throne who will help and 
guide him as wisely as Queen Victoria was 
gaided throogh the opening years of her 


#glorious reign. 
and a steady barometer. Pt 


Ever since the close of the Peninsular War 
Spain has been the shuttlecock of despotism 
and revolution alternately. Oat of the chaos 
has been evolved one of those parodies of 
Parliamentary. and party Government which 
ware the craze of the Niaeteenth Cantary. It 
has not brought mach prosperity to Spain, and 
the war of 1898 was the fiaishing touch to a 
long series of disasters. It mast be added 
that that country has been singalarly unforta- 
nate, with rare exceptions, in the personality of 
its Sovereigns ; and thateit has been carsed 
through the greater part of the century with 
a disputed succession and with a “‘Lagitimist” 
party which still issaé® manifestoes from its 
eyrie at Venice. The Carlists have been a ~ 
mach more dangerous thorn in the side of 
Spain than were ever the Jacobites in that of 
Hanoverian England: The Civil War, which 
was put down on the accession of Alfonso XII, 
was a far more serious affair than either the 
“Fifteen” or the ‘ Forty-five.” The reign of 
the late King was too short for his personal 
influence to have fair trial, bat it remains to 
be seen what a Sovereign of marked individas- 
lity of character, with the ability. to make 
himself popular/and the resolve to place the 
good of his country before selfish indulgence, 
may effect. The young King has a clean 
slate before him. The loss of the colonies, 
though a cruel blow to the national pride, has 
removed an intolerable barden from the ns- 
tional finance and from the military system. 
For many years past they had been little more 
than an open sore, and the drain of men and 
money had been increasing at an appalling rate. 
[t will beinteresting to see whether Spain will 
bow to the blow or will attempt territorial 
expansion in another direction. I+ will be extre- 
mely regrettable if the attention of the naticn 
is once morediverted from its own development 
to projects of conquest ovet-ses. We believe 
that there is still a great futare before the land 
of the Cid if only its great natural resourcaa 
ooald ever be atilised and its people taught to 
forego some of their inveterate habits. It is 
extraordinary that with vast mineral riches at 
their very door the ralers of Spain shonld have 
contented themselves with exploiting the 
treasures of the Incas and the mines of Potosi. 

Spain possesses an invaluab'e national asset 
in its country population, hardy and trugal Its 
extraordinary history has shown it to be un- 


? | oonguerable by any foreign Power, and to pos-

Consular interference in the 
tmenis, and Macetonia “in the 
itical intrigue.” Well, Sir, what 
does it ma if they do so regard it ? It 
a sensible Oonsal can stop a riot, mitigate 
the oruelty of the local authorities, or protest 
against some. peculiarly scandalous act of 
Oppression or corraption on their part, so 
much the better.

LAND & MORTGAGE OF EGYPT: 


The twenty-sixth annual general meeting of 
the shareholders of the Land and Mortgage 
Conipany of Ezypt, Limited, was held™on the 
18th inst. at the Cannon-street Hotel, E.C., 
under the presidancy of Sir Edward Leigh Pem 
berton, K.C.B. (the chairman of the company. ) 

The Se>retary (Mr. J. Chisholm) having 
the notice convening the meeting and tho 
report of the auditors, 

The Chairman said: It often happens that 
the chairman of a company has to apologise to 
his shareholders for the dalness and monotony 
of his annual addressee, bat it is seldom the 
case that he can excuse that monotony by 
attributing it to aninterrapted success ; but 
that is my position. I don’t suppose that at any 
time in the chequered career of Egypt that 
country has been in a better state socially or 
financially than at the present moment. You 
ara aware that quite recently the Sultan at 
Constantinople was said to be very aggressive 
and to threaten to annex some part @the 
property of Egypt ; bat I think his attention 
was confined to the peninsula of Sinai, and 
there is no reason to. think that any of the 

‘lands in mortgage to our company are in dan- 
ger, and we may consider our position in that 
respect tolerably secare, The position of Evypt 
must be very satisfactory to yon su Englishmem, 
and not less so as shareholders in this compas ; 
and, thoagh its flourishing condition bas 
attracted an enormous volume of adventare, 
including, of course, mach competition with 
oar own enterprise, thera ia atil), we think, 
room for us all,and we are glad to see attention 
given to business in Egypt. There hasnever bes: 
go much specalation in land—sales and re-sales 
are constantly made, and each time at an 
advanced price. How long the advance may 
be, nobody can tell ; bat we don’t bay lend ; 
we only help others to buy it, and help thoere 
to develop it who have already got it ; and, of 
course, the increased valae of the land enhan- 
ces the margin of our secarity. I believe we 
could advantageously place a larger amount of 
capital than we have got, but as our fands are 
limited we have endeavoured to make the most 
of what we have got. We have therefore deter- 
mined, as you are awara, to convert, as far 8s 
we can, the existing debentares, which are paid 
off by annual drawings and bear interest at 44 
and 5 per cent., into debentare stock bearing 
interest at 4 per cent.,and to issue the balance 
over the total of the existing debentures, an? 
amounting to £17,200, as debenture stock. 
This sum was very largely. over-sabsoribed and 
hag been allotted, and the amount converted is 
satisfactory ; and as each annual drawing takes 
place, the sam paid will be re-issued at 4 per 
cent., instead of 4} or 5 per cent. I think | 
told you last year that the amount of capital 
then invested was £593,643, bciag the largest 
sum employed by the company since its founda- 
tion —that was on March 31, 1905; on March 
31, 1906, it was £598,232, showing an increase 
of £1,584. The new loans, as well as the old 
ones, are, as Mr. Hari reports, safe and on very 
good security, and the general condition of the 
basiness is as good agit was in the record year, 
1905. As to the rate of interest on our invest- 
ments, ithas, as we anticipated, diminished 
but in a very trifling degree,and it still amounts 
to something over 7 per cent. Of course, we 
could not expect to maintain our old rate in 
face of the competition we have to meet ; but 
we look to the increased volume of bueinesa 

- and to. the reduced rate of interest we oursel- 
ves pay to restore the balance and enable us to 
continue the payment of £10 percent. to oar 
shareholders.

.is better employed ; bat I am surethat the 
shareholders will feel and express, as the direc- 
tors do, their deep sense of the gratitode they 
owe to him for the continued: satisfactory cdn- 
dition of their affairs. (Applause. ) 

I will now turn to the accounts. You wil see 
that the gross earnings for the year amount to 
£45,900, as against £44,291 last year, being an 
increase of £1,609. The net earnings this year 
wore £18,196, as against £17,089 last year, 
showing an inarease of £1,113, From the gross 
earnings of £45,900 we have deducted the 
total expenditure, which inc!udes the interest 
on the debenture bonds. ‘I’o the net earnings of 
the year, £18,196, is to’ be added the balance 
brought forward from last year of £2,139 odd, 


making together a total of £20,335 19s, 6d. |. 


From this we deduct the interim dividend paid 
last November at the rate of 10 per cent., 
amounting to £7,500, leaving a credit balance 
of £12,835 19s. 6d. Oat of this we have placed 
£3,000 to reserve for contingencies, leaving 
available a balance of £9,835 19s. 6d. We 
recommend a dividend of 5 per cent. for the 
past six months, which, with the 5 per cent. 
paid in November, will make ap a dividend 
of 10 per ceat, for the year. ‘I'his wi'l absorb 
£7,500, leaving the sum of £2 335 193. 6d. to 
be carried forward. I think you will consider 
this a very satisfactory state ofaffairs, and 
if you are good enough, as I| hope yon will 
be, to pass the report and accounts, the 
dividend will be issued to-day. I now beg 
to move: “That the report and accounts 
submitted to this meeting be, and are hereby, 
received and adopted, and that, as recom- 
mended by the board, a dividend of 10 per 
cent. per annum on the paid-up share capital 
of the company for the year ended March 
31 last, consisting of the interim dividend of 
5 per cent. for the six months ended September 
30 paid by the board on account in November 
last and 5 per cent. fur the six months ended 
March 81 last, be, and is hereby, declared, 
free of income-tax.”

We are qnite with you about the reserve ; but 
this year you mast take the resalt as excep- 
tional. In the old days, and with the auditors’ 
consent, we nsed to put on the credit side 
ot the balance-sheet the expenses for the issue 
of debentures, and write them off little by 
little, and [ am afraid that, as 4 share- 
holder, not then being a directcr, I used to 
say that/it was a bogas asset. We have had 
to pay 24 percent. and 2 per cent. to people 
who have come in with the five per cents. 
and two-and-a-half per cents., and we want to 
pay off the expenses connected with the de- 
bentares, so that when ths time comes—if 
it does come—that the rate’of interest goes 
down in Egypt, we should be in a position to 
borrow money at 4 per cent. net, without any 
’“bogas assets” on the other side. We have 
got the cleanest balance-sheet possible, and 
we want to keep it.

Already in the: forty-third centary B. C 
the men of the Dalta had discovered the 
year of three handred and sixty five days 
and they introdaced a calendar year of this 
length beginning on the day when Sirins 
rose at sunrise, as determined in the lati- 
tude of the southern Delta, where thsse 
earliest astronomers lived, in 4241 B.C 
It is the civilization of the Dalta, therefore. 
which farnishes us with the earliest fixed 
dates in the history of the world. Thein- 
vention and introduction of this calendar 
is surprising evidence of the advanced cul- 
ture of the age and locality to which it 
belongs. No ration of antiquity, from the 
earliest times through classic Enropean 
history, was ab’e to devise a calendar, 
which should evade the inconvenience re- 
sulting from the fact that tte lunar month 
and the solar year are incommensurable 
quantities, the lonar months bring incon- 
stant and also not evenly dividing the 
solar year. This earliest known calendar, 
with an smazirg'y practical insight into 
the needs to ba anb:erved by a-cslendar 
abandoned the lonar month altogether and 
substituted for it a conventions! month of 
thirty days. Its devieers were thos the 
first people to perceive that a calendar 
moat be an artificial device, entirely di- 
vorced from nature save in the acceptance 
of the day and the ‘year. They tharefora 
divided the year into twelve of there 
thirty dey months, and a sacred period 
of five feast-days, intercalated at the end 
of the year. The year began on that day 
when Sirius first appeared on the eastern 
horizon at sunrise, which in our calendar 
was on the nineteenth of Joly. But as 
this calendar year wae in reality about

that they are excerpts from a primitive Gospel 
—probably written in Hebrew in the first in- 
stance ; while others, again; speak of them as 
though they formed part of a sort of original 
nocleus of the four canonical Gospels.

The subject, we are told, isa visit of 
Jesus, with his dieciples, to tha Temple at Je- 
rosalem, and an encounter with a Pharisee who ' 
rebukes Christ and his followers becanse they 
have omitted the necessary and proper ocere- 
monial of purification before entering the Ho! | 
Place, and car Lord replies with a discourse 
on the difference between external and in- 
ternal purity. This, of course, is not dissi- 
milar from what we already have, both in 
the Gospels of Matthew and Luks ; bat we are 
told that in the new fragment there are several 
words not found in the New Testsment, 
while the writer displays a considerable fami- 
liarity with Jewish castoms, and also with 
the topography of the Temple at Jerusalem. 
The natare and value of the Gospel from which 
this passage comes we do not know, nor can 
more be said on the subject until the fresh 
Oxyrhynchas papyri are published next year. 
But this is not the only valuable element in ‘the 
new discoveries. There is a fragment from 
Pindar—a novel formwf composition for the 
Theban bard, for it consists of odes of sappili- 
cation or thanksgiving, addressed to a god, and 
not a pean, such as those with which we sre 
familiar, in honour of some athletic victor.
